W'c  uho  expected  a  pTiod  of  j.ro 
longed  tranquility  in  Europe  after  the 
long  travail  of  the  Great  War  evi- 
dently .lid  not  know  much  about  the 
state  of  mind  o(  the  people  of  Europe. 
We  were  not  surprised  to  kerm  that 
a  Mussolini  was  necessary  to  save 
Italy  from  a  state  of  anarchy,  know- 
ing the  Italians  to  be  a  very  impul- 
sive and  highly  temperamental  people. 
Neither  did  the  appearance  of  a  dic- 
tator in  Spain  occasion  mneh  winder 
and  speculation,  for  the  Spaniards  are 
also  of  Latin  blood  and  have  little 
reverence  for  popular  political  insti 
tutions.

States.  The  'Qermans  had  been  taught 
for  years  that  war  wa.s  inevitable, 
only  a  matter  of  time  and  opportu- 
nity, and  after  thr  war  Unbounded 
wealth  and  unlimited  power.  Alt  the 
other  European  nations  are  in  chronic 
slate  of  social  and  political  upheaval.
